SHIPPING. Perennials are shipped prepaid to all parts of the United States if the 
order amounts to $1.00 or more. Orders for less than $1.00 should be accompanied by 15 
cents additional to cover handling costs. We do not ship plants C.O.D. Stock offered is 
subject to prior sale. 

Trees, shrubs, and evergreens are sent collect, freight or express. If you wish small 
shrub orders sent by parcel post, ample postage must accompany order. Any surplus will 
be promptly refunded. 

Packing is free, except we reserve the right to charge at cost for packing of large 
deciduous trees and for evergreens over 30 inches tall. 


SHIPPING SEASON includes brief intervals in February and early March, and thence 
continuously until about May 10th. We do not advise Lilacs nor Peonies after April 15th. 
Purchaser must assume risk on late or unseasonable deliveries. 


ORDER EARLY. This permits (1) choice of the stock (2) plants to become established 
before the arrival of hot weather (3) better service. 


LOCAL CUSTOMERS. -We make free delivery on orders of $1.00 or more in the vi- 
cinity of Boulder. Planting is extra, usually 20-30% of the cost of trees or shrubs. Labor 
shortage may prevent this service during 1947.
